Language About the Kestriction of 
Immigration—The Resolutions. 


CrncInNATI, April 22.—President Harrison 
gent a letter of regret to the convention of re- 
» publican clubs, in which he said: 

' Jregret that I shall be unable either to attend 
> the convention or to give by letter any extended 
~gounsel. The conventions of the republican arty 
| gnd the legislation of the last congress have, how- 
ever, very clearly defined and very courageously 
4 nted the issues upon which the next contest 
- qoust be waged. To those convention declarations 
Igive the assent of deep conviction, and te the im- 

; t legislation of the last congress my earnest 
gupport. If the people of the United States will 
give the world to understand that the pro- 
tection and enlargement of our domestic indus- 
tries, the extension of our foreign trade by a re- 
ciprocal arrangement not inconsistent with the 
protective policy, and the revival of our merchant 
marine by methods that ail other nations use, is 
our settled policy. we will speedily, I am sure, 
realize marvelous development and renewed pros- 


perity. 
A FEW EXTRACTS. 
Following are extracts from the resolutions: 
Loyal and intelligent republicans will not seek 
to destroy vested interests, nor to eripple any 
jegitimate enterprise, but they demand that the 
best thought of the republican party shall be con- 
centrateed on the formulation of such legislation 
as will protect the people from any exactions of 
the usurer, from the oppression of monopolies, 
or from the extortionate demands of public car- 
rs. 
. Phecent events have made more apparent. than 
- everthe necessity for exercising the sovereign 
_ fight inberent in our nation, as in ali others, to 
use discrimination in the admission of foreigners 
| ss residents in this country. We, therefore, 
' fyecommend such changes in our laws as will 
: eetually prohibit the immigration of paupers 
' end criminals, and of people so alien from us in 
their ideas and habits of thought that they cannot 
be assimilated in the body politic. 

We reaffirm our belief in, and our devotion to, 
the supreme and sovereign right of every lawful 
citizen, rich or poor, native or foreign-born,Jwhite 
or black, to cast one free ballot in public elections 
and to have that ballot duly counted, and certified 
ascounted. The denial of such rights should re- 
sult ina decrease of representation in congress 
and in the electoral college. 

A FOREIGNER’S WARNING. 

The first breeze was felt when a Wisconsin 
delegate, whose accent as wellas his words, 
told he was of foreign birth, begged, on behalf 
of many republicans in the northwestern 
‘states, that the proposed language restricting 
immigration be expunged. He said the mean- 
ing 4 the words might be all right, but they 
would be distorted by the enemy with telling 
effect on the foreign-born republican vote of 
the northwest. They had had experience and 
wanted no more. 

General Fairchild, of Wisconsin, who was 
| cheered when he arose, said the delegates 
_ were’all agreed on the point in question. It 
_ was right to look after immigration, but he 
- begged the convention to listen to the warn- 
' ing of these earnest men of the northwest. 
| They knew what they were talking about. 

; . ©. Campbell, of New York, made the 
| point that it was better to be right and lose 
| than to win by being wrong. 

The debate grew hot. The Mafia was de- 
’ nounced. One delegate asked where the line 
| could be drawn to define who was not fit to 
| assimilate with the body politic. 

' Another retorted that in New Orleans the 
| line was drawn on the lamp post. 

Finally Judge Webster moved to strike out 
| all afterthe word ‘“‘criminal,’”’ and this was 

done, and.the resolutions adopted. 
' ‘The reading of the Harrison endorsement 
- created the most enthusiastic scene of the con- 
vention. The delegates rose and with waving 
handkerchiefs, hats and canes kept up the 
demonstration for several minutes. 

Phineas Lousberry, of Connecticut, was re- 
elected treasurer. The committee reported in 
favor of Indianapolis as the next place of 
meeting, but the convention made the report 
to suit itself by noting that the executive com- 
mittee shall name the place and time, but 
shall make the time not less than three weeks 

_ after the national republican convention. 
. Then at nearly 4 o’clock the convention ad- 
| journed sine die. 
| The committee on resolutions presented a 
| report. The resolutions honor the memory of 
General Sherman, Admiral Porter and Secre- 
tary Windom; endorse the action of Speaker 
Reed in compelling members of the house of 
representatives to transact public business; 
' favor protection and reciprocity; remem- 
' ber the claims of soldiers and declare the 
' aim of the league to be the dissemination of 
_ the principles and doctrines of the republican 
| party as fashioned by the teachings of its 
| greatest leaders, and endorse the administra- 
' tion of President Harrison.

THE LEVEE BREAKS 


And Greenville Is Inundated with Mis- 
sissippi Water. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., April 22.—[Special.]— 
About 3 o’clock this morning, the main levee, 
about four blocks from the central business 
portion of Greenville, caved in, making a gap 
of about 100 feet at a place where the water 
was about two and one-half feet deep, which 
let in the water against the new protection 
levee, which was in the course of construotion 
as a protection, but was unfinished, as the un- 
expected always happens. 

A force of 250 men were put to work with 
sacks of earth, plank and filling, and by 11 
o’clock the gap was entirely closed, and the 
water which had gained ingress; into the city, 
was falling as rapidly as it rose, and tonight 
the streets are free from any water whatever, 
the drainage being ample to carry off the 
surplus water. 
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A BANK’S PROPOSITION 


Which May Piace Subsidiary Coin in Cir- 
culation. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Secretary Foster 
has not yet decided upon his line of policy to 
increase the available assets of the treasury 
and at the same time place the subsidiary sil- 
ver coin nowin the treasury in circulation. 
Various plans have been suggested to him for 
the accomplishment of this purpose, but he 
has not yet acted upon any of them. 

A letter was received at the department to- 
day from one of the ois rgd banks, suggest- 
ing that it be permitted to have $1.15 for $1 in 
4 per cent bonds instead of $1.10, as now, and 
that this difference be given itin silver half 
dollars. This suggestion, if acted upon, would 
place at once about $1,000,000 of subsidiary 
coin in circulation.. This idea Secretary Fos- 
ter regards with considerable favor, and if 
national bank depositories generally acquiesce 
in the proposition, he will adopt it. 


HE SKIPPED TO CANADA 


And Carried with Him a Beautiful Woman 
and His Employer’s Money. 

San Antonio, Tex., April 22.—Daniel 
Sullivan, banker of this city, owns a large 
ranche in Bucket county, 300 miles west. |For 
five years he has employed as manager L. 
Piogett, of Canada, a man of cultivation and 
with a thorough knowledge of his business. 
Under his management cattle and sheep have 
increased tremendously. Recently Sullivan 
learned that Piogett had sold 25,000 head of 
sheep, a large number of horses and pocketed 
the money and skipped to Canada. He was 
accompanied by a beautiful woman, named 
Labriche. Sullivan’s loss is $50,000. Piogett 
has been located at Toronto, and steps for his 
extradition will be taken.

4 HUNGARIAN WOMAN ASSISTS HER 
LOVER 


IN RESISTING EVICTION AT SCOTTDALE, 


And in the Seuffle the Young WomanIs 
Shot Dead—A Regular Battle Fol- — 
lows—Incendiary Speeches. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 22.—A special from 
Uniontown, Pa., says: Threats have been 
turned to violence, and violence has caused 
death in the coke regions, with the result that 
Company C has been called to the scentof the 
tragedy, and all is in ferment. 

Fayette county officers went to Adelaide 
this morning, where they made two evictions, 
after a great deal of trouble and opposition. 
They were then overpowered by the strikers 
and driven away. 

Reinforced by Sheriff McCormick and 4 
large force of detectives, they returned, when 
a pitched battle took place between the 
sheriff’s posse and about 300 Hungarians, mén 
and women,in which a Hungarian girl was 
killed and others injured, among whom ate 
several deputies, 

A battle occurred about 3 o’clock this after- 
noon while the members of company C were 
lunching at the Butler house. The deputies 
were trying to keep the Hungarians from Ca 
rying back household goods which had beqn 
thrown out of the houses during the for- 
noon. 

FIGHTING FOR HER LOVER. 

A big, strong Hungarian was fighting “with 
deputies when Sheriff McCormick started to 
assist them. The Hungarian saw him coming 
and tried to shoot. The girl who was killed 
was the lover of the big Hungarian, and was 
fighting for him with the ferocity of a young lio- 
ness. The deputies say a pistol went off in the 
hands of the Hungarian and killed his sweet- 
heart. 

If it had not been for the arrival of Com- 
pany C atthat moment avery deputy would 

ave doubtless beén injured, if not killed, 
Sheriff McCormick was shot through the 
thumb by the bullet that killed the girl. 

Evictions will take place at Leith tomorrow 
and trouble is feared. One hundred and 
sight Pinkertons are stationed at Leisenring, 
where eighty-five men are at work in a pit. 

Io wed C will remain at Adelaide to 
n t. 

Besutios Crawford and Kvle arrived here 
this evening with three prisoners, captured 
during the riots. 

PREFER THE RED FLAG. 

A special from Scottdale says about 4,000 
strikers were massed on the commons here 
this evening to listen to the address by Aleg 
Jones, the great socialist leader and August 
Delaber, international secretary of the joum 
neymens, bakers and confectioners’ unions, 
Early in the day the strikers came pouring 
into town. They all had flags and marched 
behind brass bands. 

James McBride, member of the Knights of 
Labor executive board, was elected chairman, 
Alex Jones was the first speaker. He said: } 

Black slavery has been abolished under the 
American flag—the same flag under which John 
Brown was hanged. The anarchists in Chicago 
were assassinated and your brothers at Morewood 
murdered. I prefer the red flag. 

He dwelt at length on the capitalistic press 


and denounced it in uncompromising lan- 
@ of a medical operation, and not by the wound

The next fspeaker was Delaber. Among 
other things, he said: 

Your newspapers announced that two outlaws 
were coming to advise riot and disorder. We are 
two workingmen, who represent a labor or- 

nization, and we are here to assist you in your 
great struggle. When workingmen combine for 
protection, you are charged with conspiracy and 
the Pinkertons are brought in upon you. They 
are said to be the best to break strikes. My advice 
to you is to stay away from them. 

The foreign element was then addressed, 
after which Secretary Parker and James Kee- 
gan spoke briefly and the meeting was closed. 


THE BILL WAS PASSED. 


And It Is a Little Defeat for the Govern- 
ment. 

Lonpon, April 22.—In the house of com- 
mons today, Samuel Evans, member for 
Glammerganshire, moved a second reading of 
the bill enabling the trustees of religious 
bodies to acquire compulsory freehold of 
places of worship upon paying compensation 
therefore. The motion was carried by a yote 
of 218 to 110. 

The measure being intended to place dis- 
senters on an equal footing with the church of 
England, the division on the motion is tanta- 
mount to a defeat of the government. Several 
conservatives voted for the bill. A number of 
liberal members made speeches, in which they 
urged that the measure was necessary in order 
to secure for the dissenters places of worship 
in districts held by tory landlords. 


THEY ARE OUT OF FUNDS. 


And the Landlords Will Continue the 


Evictions. 


Dusurx, April 22.—The National Press, a 
McCarthyite organ today, in an article headed 
‘Sentence of Death,” referring to Redmond’s 
statement made yesterday to the effect that the 
continuance of the plan of campaign was im- 
possible, in view of the fact that, with the ex- 
ception of the Paris fund,*there was no money 
with which to carry on warfare against the 
landlords, says: 

Parnell’s last clumsy trick ended in the evicted 
tenants being abandoned to their fate. Had 
Parnell yielded fora short time to the duty of 
patriotism, the mission to the United States, 
which was auspiciously commenced, would have 
placed the evicted people out of danger.

The British government 
sent an English official to the king'to notify 
him that himself and his people must behave 
or accept the consequences. For reply the 
king bound the envoy, cut pieces of flesh ont 
of his thighs and cheeks and sent him back to 
the zovernor with the message: ‘‘This is the 
king’s answer.” ; 

Three British gunboats have already 
ascended the Gambia river to avenge the out- 
rage upon the envoy. 


A Parliamentary Election. 

Loxpon, April 22.—The election to fill the 
vacancy in the house of commons for the middle 
division of Oxfordshire today resulted in the 
return of Morrell, liberal-unionist. The vote 
stood: Morrell, 4,448; Benson, Gladstonian, 3,760. 
In the previous election the liberal-unionist had 
no opponent.

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FOUND IN A GAYE. 


THE DEAD BODY OF A MAN WITH 
HANDCUFFS ON. 


FERRETTING OUT AN ALABAMA GRIME. 


Bibb County Visited by Detectives Who Are 
Working for Clews to the Murder 
of Sheriff Jones. 


Monraomery, Ala., April 22.—[{Special.]— 
News reached here today of ariother chapter 
inthe late Bibb county tragedy. There is 
great excitement in that county over the 
assassination of Sheriff R. Jones, of Lonina, 
and the subsequent arrest of W. R. Trott, who 
lives near Six Mile, on a warrant charging him 
with the murder. Your correspondent, this 
morning, met a drummer, who is just from 
Centerville, Bibb county. He says that Trott 
is now in jail, and there is little if any doubt 
of his guilt. There are two witnesses to the 
terrible tragedy, but they are overawed and 
are afraid to testify in the case. The excite- 
ment throughout the county has been 
intensified by the finding of the remains 
of James Tate in a cave, 
the man who is charged with killing Bud 
Head, and who was in the custody of Sheriff 
Jones when the latter was shot. The hand- 
cuffs were on the hands of the deceased when 
found. It is now said that the sheriff was 
killed by the friends of Bud Head, who 
wanted to kill Tate. Itis understood here 
that Governor Jones has been very active in 
his efforts in assisting the local authorities to 
ferret out the perpetrators of the foul crime 
and bring them to justice. 

When asked by your correspondent con- 
cerning the reports from Bibb, Governor 
Jones replied: 

“I refuse to be interviewed on that subject. 
I know just what is being done there to bring 
the lawless element to jusiice. The grand 
jury will soon meet, and will thoroughly in- 
vestigate the matter.’’ 

The citizens offered $1,000 for the murderers, 
and the county is full of detectives. 


THE MARTIN RRIAL FROGRESSES 


The Brothers of the Dead ‘Man to Testify 


Today. 


BrrmincHam, Ala., April 22.—[Special.]— 
Court was called promptly at 9o’clpck this 
morning, and the now famous Martin case was 
again resumed. 

Mrs. Julia Martin, the defendant, was 
ep on the stand again for cross-examination 

y the state, and it was easily noticed that the 
terrible ordeal passed through yesterday had 
very much overtaxed her strength. Her 
characteristic dash and courage had left her, 
and she appeared thoroughly cast down and de- 
jected, though her phenomenal will power 
carried her safely through, and over the seas 
of* confusion and contradiction in which the 
state’s attorneys tried to place her. Her story 
of. yesterday was not materially changed or 
broken, though her general feeble condition 
worked to her advantage with the jury. 

A part of the morning and all of the after- 
noon session were consumed by the reading of

TELEGRAPH BREVITIES. 
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ADVENTURES OF AN OLD SOLDIER 
IN GEORGIA AND TENNESSEE. 


The March from Atlanta to Jonesboro and 
the Fighting There—The Bloody Bat- 
tle in Tennessee—General Cleburne. 


Dauntoneca, Ga., April 22.—[Special.]— 
The reminiscences of a private in the late war 
are always interesting, and the series of war 
articles furnished to The Signal by Mr. Virge 
Moose, are attracting general attention. After 
some sharp fighting around Atlanta his com- 
mand was ordered to Jonesboro. He says: 
“When we heard firing in the direction of 
Jonesboro we went that way as fast as pos- 
sible, and late that evening. when we got there, 
our men had again charged their works and 
had been repulsed by superior numbers. The 
major of the Forty-first Georgia regiment, and 
Will Sutton, of my company, were wounded, 
and a great many others wounded and 
killed in our regiment. The next news 
was that Atlanta had fallen. We then had 
about three weeks’ rest, during which time 
our president, Davis, paid us a short visit and 
made a speech—the only time I ever saw him. 
He addressed each regiment separately. The 
march to Nashville had begun with Hood’s 
arniy. We had been promised nothing to eat 
but meal. The meat was to be gotten the best 
way we knew how.’ There not being any, we 
had to do without. 

I remember when the First Georgia turned 
back at the Alabama line how they cheered, 
and of our cheering in return, not because we 
were sorry to lose them, but because they were 
glad. We were nearing Florence, Ala., where 
the enemy was reported in force. That place, 
as well as I remember, was 110 miles south of 
Nashville. We had marched hundreds of 
miles from Georgia, nearly deprived of 
clothes and with nothing scarcely to live on. 
I remember we were in front, and as we got 
in sight of Florence, across the river, 
our attery threw a shell over there, 
and we saw the enemy leaving. We 
croased the riveron pontoons and took posses- 
sion of the town. A great many of our boys 
were royally entertained by the citizens of that 
place, yet we presented a very shabby appear- 
ance, for we had not changed clothing for 
months. I was barefooted,and my left trouser 
leg was worn off about a foot and the other 
about six inches. But I did not feel at all em- 
barrassed while eating inanice dining room, 
waited on by a rebel lady. 

We were nearing Franklin, Tenn., having 
marched over thirty miles that day, and hear- 
ing fighting, we formed a line of battle and 
moved forward into the hardest-fought battle 
that was ever fought on this continent, or any 
other, for that matter. Theenemy had three 
lines of works about 100lyards apart, and Gen- 
eral Hood marched his three army corps in 
about twenty-five lines of battle and stormed 
them. The first lines were taken before sun- 
down. The second about dark, and the third 
was fought over until after midnight. 

I shall not attempt to describe this battle, 
for I can’t doit. It has been near twenty- 
seven years since it was fought, and I can still 
hear, in my imagination, the yells, oaths and 
the prayers of the wounded and dying, as we 
fought hand to hand over the third line of 
breastworks for four hours. Oh! it was terri- 
ble. General Pat Cleburn was lifted over 
their works on their bayonets; our dead in 
several places were six deep and literally 
covered the ground for acres. The enemy’s 
loss was very near as great; their breastworks 
were full of dead and wounded. Our men 
made their wounded throw am- 
munition over to us when we got without. 
After they commenced retreating after 
midnight one Tennessee captain in the battle, 
whose family he had not seen for over three 
years, was livingin Franklin not 100 yards 
from where he had been fighting for six hours 
or longer, and when the enemy commenced 
retreating from their last line he yelled to his 
company to forward to wife and children. On 
his own door-step he fell, his body riddled with 
bullets. I saw his wife and daughters next 
morning and heard their heart-rending cries 
over his dead body. In this very battle there 
was brother against brother, and father against 
s60Nn. 


LOOKS LIKE AN INDIAN COFFIN, 


Or It May Have Been the Work of the 
Mound Builderse 

GREENSBORO, {Ga., April 22.—[{Special.]— 
Mr. 8. H. Hall, of this city, has shown us a 
curiosity in the shape of pieces of what must 
have been an Indian coffin, or the work of the 
mound builders. 

He went fishing last week on the Oconee 
river, near Long shoals factory, on the farm of 
Mr. E. L. Hall. On the place a hand, while 
plowing, struck an obstruction in the ground. 
Mr. Hall, with others, determined to investi- 
gate it. 

They secured hoes and spades and gradually 
dug around the obstruction, which proved to 
be of burned clay, about six feet long, and 
made in the exact shape of &coffin. It was 
about two feet in the ground, and over the top 
mussel shells were laid as a covering. They 
endeavored to take the coffin up whole, but 
the blow of the plow had shattered it so that 
it fellin pieces. Mr. Hall says that the coffin 
was filled with ashes and half-charred coals, 
and a few human bones were also found, 
among them being a part of the shoulder blade 
aud ankle, showing that the body 
had been placed in the coftin 
and cremated, the heat from the fagots bak- 
ing the clay. Init were also ocean shells, 
showing that the tribe which buried the coffin 
must have made occasional trips to the 


coast. 

Around the edges of the coffin was a rough] 
executed scroll work, showing that the wor 
was done by some one having an idea, at least, | 
of art and ornamentation. The pieces which 
Mr. Hall brought to Greensboro were viewed 
with great interest. 

The place where this coffin was found seems 
to have been a burial place for the aborig- 
ines. Frequently human bones, pots, toma- 
hawks, etc., are plowed up. Some time ago a 
pot was plowed up containing a yellowish sub- 
stance resembling stlphur. It was very soft, 
and could be worked like dough, but being 
exposed to the atmosphere quickly became 
hardened. 


SENTENCED FOR LIFE. 


A Colored Woman’s Punishment for the 
Murder of Her Grandchild. 

ATHENS, Ga., April 22.—[Special.]—The 
Superior court was occupied yesterday with 
the trial of Malinda Sims, an old negro 
‘woman, charged with murdering her grand- 
child. Several weeks ago Minerva Sims, a 
negro girl, had a child, and it was found dead 
shortly afterwards. The indictment charged 
that the oid negress and the mother of the 
child murdered it. The theory of the defense 
‘was that it was born dead. 

The jury found the old woman guilty of 
murder, with recommendation to mercy. The 
defense will move for a new trial.

WANDERINGS OF AN INSANE CON- | 


FEDERATE SOLDIER IN TEXAS. 
Driven Insane by Injuries Received in the 
War—He Was a Member of the Fifty- 
First Georgia Infantry. 


to The Tribune from McPherson, Kas., tells a 
pathetic story, which will awaken general in- 
terest. But the story is given more in detail 
in the following letter from .McPherson to the 
prosecuting attorney in this city. The letter 
says: 

el time in last September we found, wander- 
ing in our county, an insane man aged about 
forty-five years, who gave his name as Henry 
Dunn, but nothing further could be learned from 
him. 

He was sent to the county poorhonse, as he was 
entirely destitute when found. Since then he be- 
came so violent that it became necessary to have 
him adjudged insane, and application has been 
made for his admission to the state insane asylum. 
Today, after a great deal of questioning, | was 
able to draw from him the following statements: 

His father’s name was Leman Dunn and his 
mother’s Susan Dunn, and his brother's was 
Jacob W. Dunn. The home of the Dunn family 
was at Rome, Ga, until the breaking out of 
the war, since which time he has heard nothing 
from any of his relatives. 

He enlisted in the Fifty-First Georgia Infantry, 
Company A., served eighteen months, when he 
was taken prisoner ator near Gettysburg. He 
remained twelve months in the military prison at 
Camp Lookout, near Washington, was then sent 
to Texas, after which time he recollects nothing, 

He says his father was considered wealthy, for 
he owned a plantation near Rome, one at a place 
called Cotton Hill, and another near the center of 
Stewart county, and also that there were ten 
children in the family. 

‘Rome, Georgia,” have been about the only 
two words he has uttered since we found him 
until very recently. 

If you can learn anything of this Dunn family, I 
should be very glad to receive the information.

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Foraker’s Bugle Horn. 

There was reason to believe awhile ago 
that J. B. Foraker, of Ohio, in taking the 
field against John Sherman as a candidate 
for the senate, proposed to tack his fortunes 
to those of the Harrison administration. It 
was a very reasonable belief, and was based 
on the idea that Foraker was something of a 
politician. Those, however, who gave him 
credit for tact and common sense must 
surely have forgotten fiis connection with 
the ballot-box forgery case, a performance 
that smashed the republican party in Ohio 
for the time being, and compelled a repub- 
lican investigating committee to pass resolu- 
tions censuring him for the part he bore in 
the transaction. Since Halstead became an 
exile, Foraker has sadly needed an engineer 
to keep him on the track, and to see that 
the switches and sidings are in a safe con- 
dition. 

At the republican league convention in 

session in Cincinnati, Foraker made his ap- 
pearance, and, as was to be expected, created 
a decided sensation by exalting Brother 
Blaine at the expense of Mr. Harrison. The 
question is, Was Foraker’s speech a cut-and- 
dried affair, or was it inspired*by the occa- 
sion? He is said to be a very impulsive per- 
son, and it sometimes happens that impul- 
siveness succeeds in scoring a very brilliant 
stroke. It is certain that when Foraker 
eulogized Blaine at the expense of Harrison 
he fired the enthusiasm of his audience. The 
‘response was spontaneous and overwhelm- 
Ing. Blaine was ranked with Lincoln and 
Grant, and given all the credit for whatever 
success the Harrison administration has 
attained. 

It is no wonder the few friends of Harri- 
son in the convention were puckered, nor is 
it any wonder that the friends of Foraker 
and Blaine attempted to smoothe matters 
over by giving out the impression that the 
orator did not intend to refer to Blaine as 
the ruling spirit of the administration. The 
fact should not be lost sight of, however, 
that the clamorous approval of Foraker’s 
remarks by the convention is even more sig- 
nificant than the remarks themselves, and it 
is this fact that is likely to give Mr. Harri- 
son food for serious reflection. 

The convention addressed bp Foraker is a 
thoroughly representative body of repub- 
licans, and the enthusiastic attitude of these 
men towards Blaine shows that he is still 
the real leader of the party. Mr. Harrison 
may control his secretary of state, but he 
cannot control Blaine’s friends. 


Plain Facts About Silver. 

The remonetization of silver depends en- 
tirely upon the action of the United States. 

It is only necessary to make the world un- 
derstand that it is the settled policy of this 
country to establish and maintain the double 
standard of gold and silver. 

Let us look into the mattera little. For 
nearly seventy years England has been fight 
ing silver. 
present century, but silver was not affected 
in the world at large. Then Germany fol- 
lowed with similar legislation, and still silver 
held its own. 

This is significant. But mark the next 
step in the history of this business. In 1873 
the United States demonetized silver in an 
indirect manner, and then Germany enacted 
her single gold standard. 

So it will be seen that both England and 
Germany were powerless without the active 
aid of America. The question has been 
asked whether this country by remonetizing 
silver can bring the market value of the 
commodity up to 129 cents an ounce and 
Keep it there without buying all the surplus 
silver that other nations may wish to get 
rid of. 

We need not alarm ourselves about the 
surplus silver of the rest of the world. 
North and South America produce nine- 
tenths of the world’s silver, and if they de- 
cide in favor of the double standard there is 
no danger that the outside nations will be 
able to spare enough silver to flood us with 
it. Silver demonetized is, of course, merely 
a merchandise, fluctuating in value. When 
it is made a full legal tender circulating me- 
dium it has a fixed value. At the last ses- 
' sion of congress, when the house passed the 
free coinage bill, silver at once jumped to 
121 cents per ounce, and its advance to 129 
cents was only checked by the failure of re- 
-monetization in the senate. There can be 
no reasonable doubt that, if we had revived 
the double standard, the comniodity of silver 
would have reached the fixed price of 129 
cents per ounce and remained at that rate. 
Foreigners have no surplus silver to ship 
over here. They need it at home, and will 
need still more when we give it its proper 


_._ place in the monetary world. 
__. ». Why should England and Germany, with 


their small output of silver, and their com- 
bined population not much larger than ours, 
have the power to force the single gold 
standard upon the world? Past experience 
shows that when the test is made they are 
Not able to do it, : | 
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enths of the gold currency is already 
in bank reserves, This being the case, 
what nonsense it is to talk about the sudden 
disappearance of gold in the event of re- 
monetization ! | 

During the seventy years of our double 
standard we were financially at our best, 
and we have been encountering new evils 
ever since we departed from it. The at- 
tempt to outlaw silver after it had been for 
many centuries the equal of gold all the 
world over as a circulating medium was in 
the nature of a financial freak or scheme. 
Certainly there is nothing in history, and 
nothing in recognized economic principles to 
justify it. 


An Example to Be Followed. 

Last Sunday Dr. Talmage astounded his 
congregation by making his appearance in 
the pulpit without his side whiskers.

Perhaps the most blooming subject in 
this line is Colonel Whiskers Jones, of The 
St. Louis Republic. The colonel needs re- 
form and rehabilitation, and he should by 
all means see what his barbercan do for 
him. : 

If the loss of side whiskers makes Dr. 
Talmage look like Henry Clay, perhaps a 
clean shave would make Colonel Jones look 
like a democratic journalist.

Mexican Methods. 

Compulsory education is undoubtedly 
making progress in this country. 

In quite a number of states parents are 
compelled to send their children to school, 
or submit to a fine or imprisonment. 

Some people regard this as progress, but 
if this view is correct, Mexico deserves high 
praise. In that country all children over 
five years of age must go to school, and 
parents failing to do their duty in this re- 
spect are fined $50 for each offense. 

So it seems that this method suits our 
Mexican neighbors, where force has always 
been the main factor in government and in 
politics. We seem to be drifting that way. 
Only a few months ago the dominant party 
attempted to place a bayonet behind every 
ballot. Then our internal revenue laws are 
enforced in a very warlike fashion. Our 
frequent riots and strikes in various locali- 
ties, requiring thearmed interference of sol- 
diers and Pinkerton men, showa Mexican- 
ized state of affairs. 

But this sort of progress is not pleasant to 
contemplate. The best government is the 
one that gets along with the least force, vio- 
lence or compulsion.* Tried by this stand- 
ard, it must be admitted that we are going 
in the wrong direction. Mexican methods 
are not likely to benefit us. The American 
people need an American system for their 
best and highest development. 


Political Prophecy. 

Editor Henry Watterson, with a restless- 
ness that is pleasantly prolific of results, has. 
undertaken to make some political prophe- 
cies, and his vision is thoroughly unpartisan 
since it embraces the future of both parties. 
The functions of a political prophet are not 
less difficult than delicate, and by their very 
nature they are peculiarly open to criticism 
of the coarser kind, and especially inviting 
to the humor which is born and which dies 
within the limits of a paragraph. Yet, when 
criticism and flippancy have exhausted them- 
selves, there will still remain, in Mr. Wat- 
terson's predictions, the something that at- 
tracts attention. It is his gift to be inter- 
esting. Though we may be ever so dubious 
as to the matter, we cannot resist the man- 
ner. : 

In the present instance, there is little 
fault to be found with the matter. All that 
can be said is that while it fits the present 
situation, the problem of the future is one of 
extreme difficulty. Political events are 
kaleidoscopic in their character. As in 
that scientific toy, the slightest turn or jar 
precipitates changes which are wholly un- 
expected, and for which the mind has made 
no preparation. Mr. Watterson says that 
Mr. Harrison will be renominated by the 
republicans, and this certainly seems to be 
the promise of the present. Small and nar- 
row as he isin his sectional views, events 
have shown. that the president possesses an 
individuality powerful enough to subdue 
even Mr. Blaine, to say nothing of the 


‘smaller politicians who dance attendance on 


the administration. At this moment Mr. 
Harrison has no rival in the republican 
party who could stand against him in.a nom- 
inating convention. Mr. Blaine has aided 
him to clip the too ambitious wings of Reed 
and McKinley, and there seems to be no ob- 
stacle in his way. Nevertheless, something 
unforeseen may occur to disarrange the 
Harrison-Blaine programme, 

Mr. Watterson’s prophetic eye beholds in 
the democratic situation something more of 
mixture and mystery. He says that Mr. 
Cleveland may not be the next democratic 
candidate, but he is sure that Governor Hill 
cannot get the nomination. This predic- 
tion, coming from an old stager, who is not 
without his prejudices, and who carries 
about with him a heaving bosomful of warm 
convictions, is interesting. It embodies a 
suggestion to the effect that, if Mr. Cleveland 
fails to receive the nomination, it will be 
due to the machinations of Hill and his 
friends. This strips the statement of im- 
partiality, which isan essential element of 
prophecy. Ifthe democrats of New York 
should send delegates pledged to Mr. Cleve- 
land, we should never hear it said that the 
Cleveland politicians had combined to defeat | 
Hill, It will be equally idle and foolish to 
protest should the New York democrats 
select Hill delegates. 

The situation, so far as Cleveland and 
Hill are concerned, is far more complicated 
than a mere contest in New York state could 
make it, and it seems to us that these possi- 
ble and probable complications are not pro- 
vided for in Mr. Watterson’s prophecy. In. 
the southern states, or inthe majority of 
them, the democratic party is controlled by 
the elements that’ make up the Farmers’ Al- 
liance. This is only another way of saying

The Marketing of the Melon Crop. 
From all accounts the watermelon crop 
will be by far the largest ever shipped. It 


| is reported that the acreage planted is nearly 


double that of last year, and, so far, there is 
no indication that the yield per acre will be 
short. Good prices were realized last year, 
and those who planted then are planting 
more largely now; new growers have come 
in, and, altogether, there has beena tre- 
mendous increase in the acreage. 

With a crop so much larger than any 
heretofore raised, extraordinary care will 
have to be taken to ship the melons, so that 
they will be distributed widely and no market 
will be glutted. Thisisa difficult thing to 
do, but unless it is done a large part of the 
crop will be sacrificed. 

This problem absolutely demands solution. 
The amount staked upon it in Georgia and 
South Carolina is hardly short of $1,000,000. 
The difference between the ‘returns from 
bad distribution and good distribution will 
amount to that. What steps the melon 
growers will take wedo not know. Last 
year the distribution of the crop was better 
than usual, largely on account of the efforts 
and organization of the Georgia and South 
Carolina melon exchange; but this was done 
at such great hazard to the public-spirited 
men who undertook the work, that they will 
hardly shoulder so heavy a load again. The 
matter will come up for consideration at the 
approaching meeting of the Melon Growers’ 
Association. 

In the meantime, THE CONSTITUTION 
will bend its energies to the solution of the 
problem. Some experiments made two years 
ago lead us to believe that the difficulties of 
distributing the melon crop may be largely 
overcome by showing all shippers every day 
how many cars were shipped to each market 
on the day previous. With this informa- 
tion, each shipper will know, by looking at 
his file for six days back, just how many 
melons will be delivered in any city within 
the six days next ensuing; and, knowing the 
size of the city, he can tell whether it will 
take any more melons within that time. We 
believe this will solve the question of distri- 
bution. It will keep everybody from sending 
melons to the same city at the same time. 

Of course, to be worth anything, this in- 
formation must cover the whole melon terri- 
tory, and the shipments from all stations 
must be reported and consolidated daily. 
This will be a difficult task, but with the 
hearty co-operation of the railroads~ it can 
be done; and, with their help, THe Con- 
STITUTION proposes to undertake it.

Mr. Turner’s talk in Tue ConsTITUTION 
yesterday about the Forsyth street bridge 
struck a responsive cord all over the city. 

The councilman made a happy hit. 

“I am glad to see,” said a prominent citizen 
yesterday, speaking of Mr. Turner’s talk, 
“that Atlanta is going to abandon the old, 
cheap, make-shift way of doing such work,

HANDSOME ONE 


On Edgewood Avenue—The Contract Calls 
for Its Completion August 15th, and It 
Will Be Opened September ist. 


A large force of masons is busy at work lay- 
ing the foundation of 

A new opera louse on Edgewood avenue. 

For a year and longer there has been more 
or less talk about another theater to compete 
with Mr. DeGive’s house. In fact there has 
been so much talk of this sort that it has come 
to be regarded as sort of a standing joke. 

And even now, when asite has been pur- 
chased and paid for, and the laying of the 
foundation well under way, it will be rather 
hard for the average Atlantian to realize that 
at last the new theater is a material thing. 

But it is a fact, nevertheless. 

Not only is the foundation well under wag, 
but brick and other materia) for the main 
structure is being hauled on the ground just 
as fast as teams can do the work. 

The contract for the new house, signed un- 
der heavy penalty for forfeiture, calls for its 
completion by the 15th day of August next. 

Inasmuch as there have been so many 
groundless rumors about the building of a new 
theater, Major A. T. Cunningham and his 
associates in the present enterprise have kept 
their intentions as quiet as possible until tan- 
gible work showed that they meant business. 

Major Cunningham, who is prominently 
known as the general agent of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, is the gentleman 
at the head of the new theater. He has sev- 
eral others associated with him, but their 
names are withheld from the public at pres- 
ent. 

The new house, which is planned after the 
most approved ideas, is located at the corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Calhoun street. 

A better site could not have been selected, 
the projectors believe, as they made thorough 
research before D par ge this lot, for which 
$15,000 was paid to Mr. John Thompson. 

The Edgewood avenue electric line, which 
is to be connected with the other lines owned 
by the consolidated omer i makes it con- 
veniently accessible from all quarters of the 
city and suburbs. 

No expense is to be spared to make the new 
theater a model in every respect. 

The plans were prepared by experienced 
theater architects and the supervision of the 
work is being done by Mr. B. W. Kleibacher, 
a gentleman amply qualified in every respect. 

Mr. Kleibacher is to be manager of the 
house when it is completed. He has had 
wide experience in the theatrical business, and 
promises rare attractions for the new enter- 

rise. 
. The opening is set for September Ist. 

Fourteen hundred will be the seating ca- 

acity of the house, though this may be 
increased if it is found necessary, as the chairs 
are to be placed on an unusualiy roomy scale, 
thirty-three inches from back to back, with 
four wide aisles down the center of the pit. 

The building will be of hard brick, hand- 
somely finished in light tints with gold trim- 
mings on the interior, and a grand entrance, 
twenty-eight feet wide, on Edgewood avenue, 
designed in an imposing style. 

Only one balcony will be provided, and the 


entrance to this will be seperate from the main | 


entrance on the outside, approached from 
Edgewood avenue, however. 

There will be ten exits from the house, op- 
ening on two commodious ways at 
each side of the building. Specia) pains have 
been taken to secure perfect ventilation. 

Seventy by 111 feet is the space covered by 
the building. The stage which is located on 
the Calhoun street side of the house 
is 70x40 feet, with an opening of forty feet, 
which is two feet larger than the stage open- 
ing at DeGive’s. 

Six handsome boxes will adorn each side of 
the stage, and the pias have been so prepared 
that a full view of the stage can be had 
from every seat in the house. 

All the scenery will be paintedin Atlanta. 
An artist who stands high in his profession in 
New York has been engaged todo the work. 

Mr. DeGive has recently to push 
work on his new opera house, and the present 
outlook is that Atlanta will have three thea- 
ters in full blast next season.

Joel M. Holmes was brutally murdered, and 
his friend, Will Alexander, in attempting to 
save him received five pistol shots, but was 
not fatally injured. 

THE CAUSE OF THF QUARREL. 

It appears that Mr. Holmes stood on the 
bond of George Davis, a freedman, for some 
misdemeanor, on condition that Davis would 
remain on his plantation until the case was 
settled, and that John Whidden, of Henry 
county, Ala., claimed that Davis owed him, 
and sent a wagon for him yesterday to go to 
his farm and work out the indebtedness. 

Holmes refused to send the freedman unless 
released from his bond. In the afternoon 
Whidden, with three of his associates, Napier, 
Osborne and Norris, ali young men, armed 
themselves with pistols and went up to 
Holmes’s plantation. On reaching the cabin 
in which Davis resided they covered all the 
freedmen with their pistols, and forbid any one 
to leave the yard or call Holmes. 

GOES TO HIS DEATH. 

Hearing a disturbance, J. M. Holmes and his 
brother went over to the cabin in their shirt 
sleeves, unarmed, when Whidden and his 
crowd began abusing them, and challenged 
them for a fight. J. M. Holmes replied that he 
was unarmed and did not want a difficulty. 
Whidden continued his abuse until Holmes 
slapped him, when Whidden struck him in 
the face with his pisto), knocking him back- 
ward, and then. fired his pistol, the ball strik- 
ing him on the side of the head, inflicting a 
flesh wound, and burning his face badly with 
powder. Holmes’s brother caught himin the 
act of falling, and whilein his arms, Napier 
ran up from behind and shot two balls in his 
head, killing him instantly. 

ANOTHER VICTIM. 

During the altercation Will Alexander and 
Robert Burnet came up in a buggy, and when 
the fight began Alexander started to rescue 
Holmes, but Osborne began shooting him. 
The first shot knocked him down, and while 
on the ground he put four balls through his 
flesh and clothing, but did not seriously 
‘wound him. The verdict of the jury of in- 
quest was that all four were guilty of con- 
spiracy to mob Holmes, and that Napier is 
guilty of murder, and Whidden, Norris and 
‘Osborne accessories. Whidden and Norris are 
under arrest. Napier and Osborne escaped.

But there Will be a strong effort made to 
have ten eempanies, if the resolutions are 
adopted, so as to form a tegiment. 

Regular Military Kules.

Each company will bé regularly oflicered, 
and if a battalion the field officers of that will 
be chosen.

All the members, when on parade, will be 
required to observe strict military discipline, 
and in case any member is guilty of a breach 
of these regulations he will be liable to pun- 
ishment as in the regular army. 

In case a member is dismissed from the or 
ganization he will be immediately dropped 
from the roll of the company to which he be- 
longs. 


The Uniform. 

There are already two companies partially 
uniformed, Company A and Company B. 
The latter company inangurated the move- 
inent and has twenty uniforms being made. 

Company A*followed suit and has quite a 
number of uniforms ordered. 

The uniform is that adopted by the associa- 
tion, dark blue trousers, gray blouses and gray 
slouch hats. 

The different companies are to be designated 
by the company letter in brass or other metal 
on the front of the hat. 

Officers will have the insignia of their 
various ranksin the way of stripes, and so 
on, just as in the reguiar service. 

This is an outline of the recommendations 
that will be made, and there is smal! doubt 
but that they will be adopted, as this will tend 
to encourage the members in working for the 
good of the association, and create such an 
emulation among the different companies, as 
will be of incalculable benefit to all concerned.

FOURTEEN BIG MEETINGS WITHIN 
SIX WEEKS. 


The Cavalry Encampment—The Drummers’ 
Convention—The Teachers’ Associa- 
tion—Red Men—B'Nai Brith, Btc. 


The opening of the track business has. de- 
veloped the strong competition between the 
Savannah Steamship Company and the At- 
lantic Voast Line. : 

The freight paid out for the transportation 
of the Florida orange crop amounts to $1,000,- 
000 a year, and the Central railroad’s steam- 
ship line last winter made a heavy bid for this 
business, and got a big part of it. The steam- 
ship company put.@ heated storeroom on one 
of its wharves for the reception of oranges and 
perishable goods, and put the rate on oranges , 
from Jacksonville to New York down from 53 
to 43 cents. 

The Atlantic Coast Dispateh, whith includes | 
the Pennsylvania railroad, has met this by 
establishing a heated warehouse at the Penn- 
sylvauia railroad’s terminus in New York. 
The time has been shortened by building cut- 
offs, which obviate the necessity of running 
into cities along the way. At Richmond a 
short cut leaves the Petersburg railroad five 
miles below the city, and strikes the main line | 
seven milés above. It is said that $400,000 
have been spent in improvements of this char- | 
ter. Early in the season a 30 per cent advance 
in rates was made by the Atlantic Coast Dis- 
patch atthe instance of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad over the remonstrance * 
of southern connections. Later that Toad 
was induced to'send a representative south to 
look into the business, and the shippers made 
astrong case. The result was that the old 
rates oh’ fruit and vegetablés were restored the 
first of this week. : 

The excursion season has begun in earnest, 
and the railroad men have their hands full of 
applications for special rates for various meet- 
ings. 

The following are the principal meetings of 
organized bodies: 

‘The Georgia Teachers’ Associati6n will 
meet in Brunswick April 28th to May Ist, and 
arate of one fare for the round trip has been 
made by the passenger association. 


The Geargia cavalry regiment goes into 
camp Monday, April 27th, at Savannah. This 
is the tirst encampment under the new law, 
and the meeting of a regiment of hussars in 
Savannah will be a great occasion. The 
association has given the state a rate of 1 cent 
per mile for twenty-five or more men traveling 
in uniform on one ticket. 


During gala week in Savannah the rate of 
one fare for the round trip to that place will 
be put on. 


Mr. Kight, the assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the East Tennessee railroad, 
has applied for a special rate from Atlanta to 
Brunswick on account of the Moreland Park 
cadets, The rate will be $5 on May Ist. 

The Southern Travelers’ Association will 
meet at Augusta on May 6th. As usual, the 
commercial men claim the earth and hold it. 
They have asked for arate of 1 cent a mile 
each way. Considering the amount of busi- 
ness they make for the railroads they will be 
apt to get what they are fighting for. 


The largest meeting. considered by the 
Southern Passenger Association, is the 
southern Baptist convention, which meets at 
Birmingham on May 8th. Commissioner 
Slaughter has announced the rate for that body 
as a fare and a third for the round 
trip. Since it has developed that 
all of the important roads outside of the asso- 
ciation give a rate of one fare for the round 
trip, there is a movement among the asso- 
ciation roads to reconsider and fix the rate at 
one fare. Colonel Slaughter said yesterday 
that the matter was yet under consideration, 
and he could not say definitely, but he 
thought the one-fare rate would be adopted. 
This intelligence will be very gratifying to the 
delegates.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—The opening in the stock mar- 
ket was fairly steady, but continuance of realizations 
drove Chicago gas down % per cent, but offerings were 
quickly absorbed and after the first half hour compar- 
ative quiet reigned in the market, and early losses 
were not only recovered in full, but fractional advances 
were scored all along the line. Fluctuations, except 
in stocks mentioned, were confined within narrow 
limits, however, and the general list was barren of 
that feature throughout the day.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 22..-The excitement in the wheat 
pit on the board of trade was continued today. As on 
yesterday, the bears had the best of it, and they im, 
proved their opportunities by forcing a further reduc- 
tion in values. There were occasional rallies, but the 
general tendency was downward, and the net result of 
the day’s trading was a reduction of 2%c in values. 
Other articles dealt in were in sympathy with the 
weakness in wheat and showa material loss in prices. 
At the opening bell, the bears swarmed into the wheat 
pit, apparently. resolved to recoup themselves for the 
losses which they sustained during the recent advance. 
They played a bold game, and their onslaught was 
irresistible. The New York contingent, which led the 
recent advance, was selling out its wheat, and most of 
the local bulls followed their lead, though they were 
inclined to buy on br&&ks by which they were losers, 
as the breaks came in too-rapid succession. The bear 
contingent seemed to call the market successfully at 
all times, and got the benefit of all the action that was 
in it. They put out their wheat on hard spots, took it 
back on breuks, and again flooded the market when it 
railied. The bulls, who had hoped for the price to 
take a decided turn higher, were in this way drowned 
out several times. Some of this class were working 
successfully on the short side. They carried the day 
at the start in spite of the fact that the opening 
English cables were steady and firm and London 
quoted cargoes higher. Later cables were all lower, 
with Liverpool showing a half-penny decline. Lendon 
was quoted easier, and Paris 8@90 centimes lower for 
flour and 65 centimes lower for wheat for tuture deliv- 
ery, the latter equal to about 4',c per bushel decline.

The Man on Trial Charged with Having 
Stabbed Miss McClure While Going 
Home from Her Work. 


Charles Taylor is on trial in the criminal 
branch of the superior court, charged with a 
very serious offense. 

Some time ago Miss M. A, McClure was _re- 
turning from her place of employment to her 
home near the Hebrew Orphans’ Home, late 
in the evening. 

Suddenly she was confronted with a burly 
negro, who slashed at her throat with a knife, 
intlicting a serious wound, 


Her screams brought several persons to her 


assistance. She was bleeding profusely, and 
the pagre who committed the dastardly deed 
walked coolly away, menacing anold gentle- 
man, who - eared on the scene, and threat- 
ening to kil mg if he approached. 

Those present had a good look at the negro, 
after he had walked up the street a short dis- 
tance, because of the fact that he stopped 
under the electric light and looked back be- 
fore he finally disappeared. 

The brutal assailant of the lady wore a lon 
coat and had a scattering beard. Severa 
negroes were found who answered that de- 
scription, aud at last Charles Taylor was 
arrested and placed in jail. 


The Trial Begins. 


Yesterday morning the case came up before 
Judge Richard H. Clark, solicitor C. D. Hill 
as prosecutor, and Mr. R. E. Sibley, Mr. Frank 
G. Walker and George A. Carter for the de- 
fense.

When asked if she could identify the pris- 
oner as her assailant she answered that he 
looked very much like the man. 

“Tf he had on that long coat,’’ she said, “he 
would be the man.” 

On the cross-examination she was asked the 
question again as to his identity. 

‘*Yes, I believe he is the man,”’ 

“Why do you beliéve he 1s the man who as- 


saulted you?” 


“Well, he looks mean enough to do any- 
thing.”’ 

The state closed, after having introduced a 
lot of evidence, all of a more or less indetinite 
nature. 

The defense then introduced a number of 
witnesses, some to provean alibi; others to 
prove good character; and that, like the state’s 
testimony, was very much confused. 

Mr. Milton Culver swore positively that the 
negro had been working regularly for him, 
prior to the arrest, and that he was always 
peaceful and well behaved. 

The long-tailed, rusty black coat found in his 
possession was ,introduced, and was [a leading 
feature in the case.
